The Touched. °* « 


An ancient belief holds that it is very bad Karmic medicine to anyone who harms 
‘The Touched.’ A touched person is one who is not all here because he or she did 
not wholly cross the veil, which separates this world from higher afterworlds. 
‘Creator’ sorrows losing company of this soul; therefore, during the separation, 
withholds part of it to soothe a melancholy heart until the absent spirit returns 
home: ‘Creator’ ‘touched’ its departing spirit. S/he is not all here because the 
person is not all there. The Touched are divided between worlds. The convention 
is that anywhere peaceful or warring tribes, bandits, natives and other peoples 
encounter a touched person — never do harm — especially in a wilderness of 
‘god’s’ country. These naive, innocents need protection from this place, which 
often persecutes and brutalizes them for being different. Their difference is from 
being too beautiful for the physical realm but must visit, as we all do, to spiritually 
evolve as souls. Sadly, they suffer the greatest brutalities, which perchance is part 
of their unique blessing and destiny. As many paths exist, as are the spirits 
walking them and each is uniquely individual. The custom of leaving food or 
other dire necessity, 1f one can spare it, as a token measure respecting “Creator’s’ 
chosen one. Then in peace, very cautiously depart going way-round ensuring not 
even an accidental or unintentional injury befalls a touched person. Paradox of 
two divides The Touched: those divinely blessed by it and those cursed by it. 
Legend is that Divine Karmic Law damns anyone harming a touched person: to 
suffer a netherworld ‘touched’ curse of two-thousand-fold intensity - over a 
thousand reincarnations. None dare challenge that law: not the sane, the insane, 
not ‘god,’ Satan, Demon, Angel — not even ‘The Touched.’
